Sec. 1. 25 MRSA §82001-A, sub-82, §|F, asenacted by PL 2003, c. 452, Pt. N, §2 and affected
by Pt. X, 82, isamended to read:

F. A firearm carried by aperson to whom avalid permit to carry aconcealed firearm has been issued
by another state if a permit to carry a concealed firearm issued from that state has been granted
reciprocity. The Chief of the State Police may enter into reciprocity agreements with 2any other
states that meet the requirements of this paragraph. Reciprocity may be granted to a permit to carry
aconcealed firearm issued from another state if:

(1) The other state that issued the permit to carry a concealed firearm has substantially
equivalent or stricter requirementsfor theissuance of apermit to carry aconcealed firearm; and

(2) Theother state that issued the permit to carry aconceal ed firearm observesthe samerules of
reciprocity inregardstoregarding a person issued a permit to carry a concealed firearm under
this chapter.
